Having 
these specific analytics on hand will allow businesses in hazardous industries to target problem areas and 
initiate solutions that will lower the number of workplace accidents. 


The Health Care and Social Assistance sector is comprised of establishments primarily engaged in 
providing ambulatory health care services, hospitals, nursing and residential care facilities, and social 
assistance. This includes individual and family services, community food and housing, emergency and 
other relief services, vocational rehabilitation services, and child day care services.
